The fruit is attached to a fine green 
hull that will not pull out even when the berries are dead ripe. This, 
with the small amount of juice that this variety contains, will make 


it the very best jam berry ever introduced. This variety has been 
known to keep five days without refrigeration, and never mold or 
spoil in the hottest weather. It will dry up like a raisin before it will 
spoil. This will make it the coming commercial variety, as most 
other everbearing varieties will not keep long after picking.

Plant some STREAMLINER Everbearing Strawberry plants this spring, as 
early as you can work the ground. For garden culture you may set them 1 foot 
apart in the rows, with rows 2 feet apart. For field culture, set them 1 foot apart 
in rows, and rows 3 feet apart. Set plants not too deep. Have ground just level 
with the crown of the plant. Start to cultivate a week later and cultivate every 
week thereafter till fall. A garden rake is the best tool to use in the small garden 
patch. Keep all blooms and buds picked off for 30 days, this will give the plant a 
good start. After 30 days, let them bloom, and you will be picking ripe berries 
within 30 days after they bloom; they will never stop till killing frosts in the late 
fall. For the largest crop, it will be well not to let each plant make over three or 
four runner plants. Nip the rest of them off. In the hot dry spells you should 
water the plants in the evening and a good soaking once a week is better than to 
sprinkle every evening. Be sure to break the crust that the soaking forms, the 
next day about noon. This is most important, because this will prevent the soil 


from drying out too fast. It also kills weeds before they have a chance to get 
started.

After main fruiting crop is over, prune 
out this part of the plant to make room for the new shoots 
that will bear the next crop. Do this each spring. A hand- 
ful of commercial fertilizer, or a shovelful of manure 
around each plant during the winter months will do won- 
ders within the next few months. Plants are still scarce, 
so we are offering 2-year-old fruiting age, well-rooted 
transplants.

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HOW TO GROW ROSES 


Everblooming bush Roses are not hard to grow, if 
you will follow these simple instructions. Plants should 
be taken out of the package as soon as they arrive. 
Start to plant as follows. A sunny location, where the‘ 
sun shines at least half of the day is the best. The soil 
should be prepared ahead, and mellow, with some well- 
rotted manure worked in or some commercial fertilizer. 


VIGORO used according to directions on the package 
will do. Never allow the plants to lay around in the 
wind and sun to dry out. If unable to plant for a day 
or two, bury them—roots tops and all—4 inches deep. 
Dig holes large enough to allow the roots to be spread 
out in all directions. Do not wind the roots around in 
the hole. Plant so the joint will be 1 inch below the 
soil after you have leveled the ground off. Next mount 
soil around the plant 5 inches high. Now trim off all 
of the plant 1 inch above this mcund. Leave this mound 
around the plant for 10 days, then gradually level it, 
and start cultivation. Plants mounded in this manner 
will not become dry before they have a chance to start 
growing. Plants should be set 20 inches apart each way. 
Some clay added to the soil is very good where your 
soil is a little sandy. Two applications of VIGORO 
through the growing season, and watered in will keep 
them blooming all summer and fall.
